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CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

rHE  GLADIOLUS  will  grow  on  almost  any  soil  that 
will  grow  corn  or  potatoes.  Rich  garden  soil  suits  it 
well,  and  poor  soil  should  be  improved  with  a  good  dress¬ 
ing  of  well-rotted  manure.  Plant  as  soon  as  the  earth  is 
in  a  mallow  condition  usually  after  trees  are  out  in  leaf 
and  until  June  15th. 

PLANTING: — The  bulbs  may  be  planted  as  soon  as  the 
frost  is  out  of  the  ground,  which  should  be  plowed  or 
spaded  to  a  good  depth,  the  same  as  for  potatoes  and 
harrowed  or  raked  until  it  is  thoroughly  pulverized,  not 
only  on  the  surface,  but  deep  down. 

After  the  land  is  well  prepared  furrows  should  be  made 
about  three  feet  apart  and  about  six  inches  deep  for 
large  bulbs.  The  bulbs  are  then  placed  in  the  furrows 
from  two  to  four  inches  apart.  Small  bulbs  are  placed 
closer  together  and  the  rows' may  be  closer  together  for 
smaller  bulbs.  The  furrows  are  then  covered  3  inches,  or 
in  light  soil  4  to  5  inches. 

In  planting  in  garden  beds  or  borders,  place  the  bulbs 
four  to  six  inches  apart  and  four  to  five  inches  deep. 

In  commercial  planting,  put  two  rows  of  bulbs  in  each 
furrow,  or  three  if  the  bulbs  are  small.  This  saves  ground 
and  the  bulbs  will  be  better  than  if  planted  in  single 
rows. 

If  planted  at  intervals  starting  from  the  time  that  the 
ground  is  in  workable  condition  up  to  t^e  middle  of  June, 
a  succession  of  flowers  can  be  obtained.  As  a  rule  the 
earliest  and  latest  blooms  secure  the  best  prices  in  the 
market. 

Bulblets  should  be  planted  very  early  in  a  shallow 
trench  and  kept  free  from  weeds.  They  often  bloom  the 
first  year. 

FERTILIZER : — For  a  top  dressing  after  the  bulbs  are 
planted,  ground  bone  or  hardwood  ashes,  or  both,  may  be 
used  with  good  results.  The  plants  thrive  with  moisture 
and  plenty  of  sunshine. 

CULTIVATION : — Planted  as  above  the  rows  may  be 
cultivated,  if  desired  with  an  Iron  Age  One-Horse  Culti¬ 
vator  until  the  plants  ar^  well  grown.  They  should  be 
kept  free  from  weeds  at  all  times,  by  hoeing  and  by  hand- 
weeding,  when  necessary. 

FOR  CUT  FLOWER  USE:— The  spike  should  be  cut  as 
soon  as  the  first  flower  opens  on  the  stalk,  preferably 
before  the  dew  is  off  in  the  morning,  but  never  in  the 
heat  of  the  day.  Place  the  cut  flowers  in  a  deep  vase, 
with  at  least  8  inches  of  water.  Remove  the  faded  blos¬ 
soms,  cut  a  little  off  the  stem  and  change  the  water  daily. 
Treated  this  way  the  buds  will  open  perfectly. 

HARVESTING  THE  BULBS:— After  cutting  the  blooms 
the  bulbs  remain  in  the  ground  until  the  end  of  Septem¬ 
ber  to  attain  their  full  growth.  They  must  be  taken  up 
before  freezing  weather,  the  tops  cut  off,  and  the  bulbs 
spread  on  racks  to  dry  thoroughly.  They  may  then  be 
stored  on  racks,  preferably  not  over  four  or  five  inches 
deep — in  any  fairly  warm,  dry  cellar  and  dirt  and  bulblets 
can  be  cleaned  off  when  convenient  later  on. 
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INTRODUCTION
